Claim Rejections under 35 USC § 112- 2nd Paragraph 

4. Claim(s) 1-19 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-19 are indefinite because the wording in these claims is 
awkward and as a result the metes and bounds of the claimed double-stranded DNA 
(i.e. dsDNA) constructs can not be determined. Some punctuation appears to be 
required. Please clarify. 
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35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
may form the basis for rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in 
a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 
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8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103, the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the 
various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were 
made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligations under 
37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not 
commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of potential 35 U.S.C. § 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
§103. 

Claim Rejections under 35 USC § 102/103 

9. Claim(s) 1 and 5 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lizardi [US 6,255,082 (2001)]. 
(1997). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a double- stranded DNA (i.e. dsDNA). 
Lizardi teach a dsDNA molecule comprising all of the structural limitations recited 
in Claim 1 . For this rejection note the dsDNA molecule in Column 5 identified as "2. 
ALTR with identical repeats and different linkers (SEQ ID NO:2)" and shown in 
Appendix I. In the appendix each row is identical and is presented, as shown, in order 
to illustrate each of the structural limitations recited. It is noted that Lizardi does not 
teach that A and A' or C and C are capable of undergoing reciprocal homologous 
recombination, however, absent a showing to the contrary it is asserted that A and A 
and C and C inherently posses this property. 

Claim 5 is drawn to an embodiment of the dsDNA of Claim 1 comprising 
an arrangement of A-C-A'-C, wherein the symbols are the same as above. 
Lizardi teaches this limitation .Note Appendix I.
